Tiding! reach ui Gift 
from ime part of the country, then frutn 
another, that, con ici 0111 of their inability 
to aland the brunt uf uublic meetingi, 
the»t gtalry are reaorting to the » hole- 
and-currter" eiprdient, deternuned (hat 
what thrj cannot accoin]diib in the fate 
of day, shall, if pouible, be effected by 
ileakh under the cover uf night. We 
must (hprrfore still keep uu the watch- 
ItrwHj lo guacd ngaintt rntdnighl inrpriiea 
nut le ■» than againtrt noun-dsy on> 
llaughts. From tliii [nut of ubsetvatioti 
tre would now call upon all intelligent 
colo mala to whom these cnlurani ihail 
come, whebher wiiliin ur beyond lh« 
twundariet, whether feeder* uf theep or 
tillera of the ground, to coiuider thji one 
point— the chancea upon which the pro- 
convict movement can hop* for latereu. 
It mil*! be obvjout, that iiolen theie 
chancea are tolerably at rang, (he move- 
ident it rath and perilous in the extreme, 
■ince jl will cowproniite tht moral repu- 
tation of tht colony to no purpote— it ii 
doing evil from which evil only can 
come, unmitigated even by that

Ministry are ao well informed on ail the 
bearing* of the Trgnipprtation Q"<!rtU>n 
a* to be proof againit every apeciea of 
tophiitry and ntiirrpreaentation ; and to 
thoroughly convinced that iu inheren 
tvihj prepondtrate over all itt accidental 
advantage!, at to be tqually proof againat 
tb* juithciic (jbtetlationi uf the pelitionert 
fur lei on ihepherdt.

None of 
theie deieriptioat of puniihment precltely 
include the one which I have proposed, — 
namely, Me re par ait ,gttcm. la the 
Qlatgow PoniUntiary,— the only one in 
Great Britain on the separate system,— 
tht) average cott of each convict's punish- 
ment hat not exceeded £5 a year, or £20 
for the four yean."t 

The chief importance we now attach to 
these paitagei, and to the whole ot Sir 
Wh. MoL£swokTit'i speech, is, thai to all 
tht main principles for which the ipeaker 
con (ended, the no hie Lord then holding the 
■tali of ihe colouiei, and now at (he head of 
H x a M t j est v 't Governme ti t , vi rtu a) I y ga ve 
his assent. An historical summary of 
the session, after quoting the rtiolutioni, 
thus record! Ihe m nuance of (he debate s 
11 Sir W. UuLxswoain introduced these 
resolutions in a speech of great length, 
pointing oat the inefficiency of the iyi- 
tena, its eapense, and the humble social 
state it produced ia (he penal colonies. 
Lord John Rtntu. complimented (he 
mover on the * eo lightened principles he 
bite] brought to ihe examination of the 
question,' and to far agreed vcit h him that 
he ro*t.i not nfgatir* th,- retofiitiiau ; he 
therefore moved as an amendment the pre- 
vious question, which was carried with- 
out a division."! Under date of 1'nh 
May the same chronicle slates, in its sum- 
mary uf (lie tlu use of Lords : — " The 
Archbishop of DuBLiai concluded a 
lengthened address on the subject of 
transportation by moving, ' (hat the 
punishment of transportation bt abo- 
lished immediately, Completely, and 
fiually. 1 The Marquis of Nohhsnsv 
met the inuldon in the tame tpirit (hit 
Lord JoilM Ri'iikll had exhibited iu the 
fJuramuns lonardt tiir W. MouawoaTii's, 
and in like manner moved the previous 
queitiau, which was carried without a di- 
vision "f 

On the subject of <Wi>.' Attignmtnt, 
to eloquently belauded by Mr. W«kt- 
wuhtk in hii lale Report, Lord John 
RiiaiLi. had the cruelty to apeak at fol- 
lows 1 — " I now come lo the qaetlion of 
trantparlatiou. Now, of (hit, vtufoubtedlu , 
aasiotfiiKNT ia thb worst i mi «k. (Se- 
veral honourable intmbera— Hear, hear!) 
/ regard awnueM tu nothing more thorn 
n %k luvaav, — as consigning a man who 
lint committed a crime in this country 
lo s/aoeiy 111 a pe*mt totony. In 
the words of Colonel Ahiuih, 'it 
is lo ibaudou each a man lo 
(he mere caprice of a master.' 7%tre is 
ua eovalitu of jtttMuhuemt under tsjcA a 
lytfriN. The convict may be at much 
favoured at any steward in this country, 
by a matter who valuet his services ■ or, 
un ihe other hand, he may meet wilh » 
tyrannical and harth master, who will 
tubjecl him to punishment, coercion, and 
all ihe miseries of slavery, I need not 
say, I hat where there it tlavtty, (»Wr, 
alto, vill b* Ike iritt ofttartry, * » * 
The ain£miiei)t lyitem ought not, there* 
fore, I think, to eiiit any foster. This 
is not a new opiuiou with me. On the 
loth of April, IB37, in . a letter written 
under my direction by Mr. Phillips, I ex- 
pressed my upinion that assignment 
ihuuld couliuue no lunger, tlif m/t al- 
trmlimj dw it bring to tertout ami to mto- 
riimti That wai my opinion in Iei.t7, 
before the Tianirsortallun Couimif- 
tre sat: it it not allertd Bene, and 
all 1 have dune in connection with 
the subject, aince, hat been fur the purpose 
of carrying out that utjiainn, and of doing 
■way self A auignuurnt altogether." 

Another very important part of Lord 
Jotia'i speech, relating to emigration,
